I submit  my  third  abinual  Report. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  Lover  than  in  1 94-8 , being  50  per  1 ,000  live 
births  for  1949. 

Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  again  nil  as  last  year.  This  is  due  to  an 
improved  standard  of  antenatal  care. 

Death  Rate  shove  a small  increase,  the  age  group  most  affected  being 
45  years  and  onwards , and  the  most  prevalent  causes  in  order  being  heart 
lesions  otc,  cancer,  intra-cranial  vascular  lesions  and  respiratory  diseases. 

Birth  Rate  shove  a slight  fall. 

Infectious  Diseases.  4n  increase  is  shown  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  As  the  County  Medical  Officer  reports  this  may  be 
due  to  some  extent  to  the  better  watch  kept  for  the  disease  with  Mass 
Radiography,  Death  Rate  for  Tuberculosis  shows  an  increase.  The  position  in 
1949  regarding  other  infectious  diseases  has  been  uneventful  apart  from  a mild 
epidemic  of  Influenza,  and  the  greatest  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  for  the  year  being  that  of  Whooping  Cough.  The  total  figures  for 
Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever  show  considerable  reduction  on  that  of  1948. 

Death  occurred  in  one  case  from  Diphtheria.  This  case  was  not  immunised. 

Other  infectious  diseases  were,  one  of  Cerebro  Spina.l  Fever  and  five  of 
Dysentery;  and  two  of  Polio  Myelitis,  occurring  in  the  third  quarter  of  the 
year.  There  has  been  prompt  notification  of  infectious  diseases  from  all 
general  practitioners  in  the  whole  of  the  District. 

Overcrowding  with  its  consequent  problems  of  sub-normal  health,  spread 
of  infectious  diseases.  Lack  of  facilities  for  sick  nursing  at  home  and  for 
doctors  in  their  obstetric  practice,  is  being  relieved  as  more  houses  a.re 
built.  Priority  has  been  given  to  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  where  such 
have  been  inadequately  housed. 

I append  various  tables  showing  statistics  and  deta.ils  of  work  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

I thank  the  various  officials  for  their  help  and  co-opcration  during  the 

year.

Bi  rbh  Rato ; - During  1949  'the  number  of  births  registered  was  599,  of  which 
57  were  illegitimate,  the  number  of  males  being  298  and  females  501. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  17.65  per  1,000  of  the  population  whilst  still 
comparing  favourably  with  that  of  16.7  for  England  & 'ales  was  the  lowest 
recorded  since  1959,  when  it  was  16,12* 

P'W'.th  Rate;-  The  general  death  rate  of  11.87  per  1,000  of  the 
population  is  higher  then  that  of  last  year’s  record  low  rate  of  9*81 , but  it 
also  compares  favourably  with  a rate  of  11.7  for  England  & 'Tales. 

Infant ile  Mortality;  - The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  the  number  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  who  die  out  of  every  1,000  live  births. 

The  rate  for  this  area  in  1949  was  50,  a decrease  of  14  on  the  previous 
year  when  it  was  64.  This  rate  still  shows  up  unfavourably  with  that  for 
England  & Males  which  was  52,  the  lowest  on  record. 

Thirty  children  died  out  of  a total  of  599  live  births,  and  of  these,  9 
died  under  one  week  old,  the  chief  cause  being  prematurity. , and  a further 
3 died  under  a month  old. 

The  primary  couse  of  death  -was  Bronchopneumonia,  10;  and  6 deaths 
occurred  from  prematurity. 

Mcaternal  .Mortality : - It  is  again  pleasing  to  report  no  maternal  deaths 
during  1p49,  for  which  tie  rate  is  Nil,  in  contrast  to  the  rate  for  'Ingland 
& hales,  which  as  .98  per  1,000  live  and  still  births. 

in  '..i vi dual  Causes  ^of  Death.  - Heart  diseases  again  were  the  primary 
o;-r' . of  deauh  with  11b,  "which  we.s  an  increase  of  27  over  the  previous  year, 
when  89  deaths  were  registered  from  the  cause. 

Cancer  also  shows  and  increase,  there  being  68  deaths  recorded  in  1949 
0 ainst  49  in  1948. 
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INFFCTIQUS  DISEASE. 


During  1949  there  were  5^  confirmed  notifications  oi  Scarlet  j^c^er 
which  was  an  appreciable  reduction  on  the  previous  year  when  102  cases  ver^ 
notified.  The  cases  were  notified  evenly  over  th  ■ whole  year  and  were 
spread  over  most  of  the  area,  no  particular  parish  being  largely 
affected. 

No  deat  hs  occured  from  Scarlet  Fever,  the  infecting  organisms  again 
appearing  to  be  of  a low  virulence. 

Diptheria  Notifications  showed  a slight  increase  from  in  1943  to 
18  in  1949,  and  8 of  these  cases  were  in  persons  over  15  years  of  age. 

Fifteen  of  these  cases  occusnd  in  the  Second  and  Third  quarter  of 
the  year,  and  the  remaining  three  in  the  first  quarter.  Five,  ca.sos 
occurred  in  Framwe  ligate  Moor;  4 in  'TLtton  Gilbert;  2 each  at  Belmont 
and  Finchale  .J.bbey  Training  Centre  and  one  each  from  Kelloe,  Kimbles worth, 
Quarrington  Hill,  Ludarorth  and  Sunderland  Bridge. 

One  death  occurred  from  this  infection. 


Measles  with  105  notifications  compared  very  favourably  with  the 
previous  year  when  452  notifications  were  received.  In  no  case  did  the 
infection  prove  fatal. 

Notifications  of  Whooping  Cough  numbered  1 62  for  1949,  compared  with  a 
total  of  55  for  the  precccding  year,  only  5 cases  occurring  in  persons  over 
10  years  of  age.  The  infection  occurred  even Ij7  throughout  the  year  with  the 
exception  of  the  last  quarter  alien  only  11  cases  were  confirmed.  The 
infection  was  most  prevalent  in  Sherbum,  Sherburn  Hill,  Shadforth  and 
Ludworth  districts  which  accounted  for  63  cases.  Other  districts  affected 
were  Belmont  22  notifications,  Tit ton  Gilbert  22;  Framwe! Lgate  Moor  1o  and 
Bowbum  10.  Two  deaths  from  ’/hooping  Cough  -were  recorded. 


Two  cases  of  Polio-Myelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  were  notified  during 
the  third  quarter  of  the  year.  The  patients  were  immediately  removed  to 
Lanchester  and  Talker  Gate  Isolation  Hospitals  respectively.  The  case 
admitted  to  Lanchester  Hospital  was,  after  treatment  found  to  tbe  suffering 
from  Rheumatic  Fever.  The  other  case  was  confirmed  and  following  treatment 
in  hospital  has  improved. 

No  deaths  occured  from  polio-myelitis . 

TUBERCULOSIS . 


During  the  year  31  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  recorded, 
19  being  in  Males  and  12  in  females.  This  is  in  contrast  to  23  new  cases 
reported  in  1948. 

Notifications  of  Non-pulmonary  cases  showed  a decrease  from  17  in  1948 
to  7 in  1949. 

Twelve  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  eight  from  Non- cub  ion  ary 
'were  recorded  during  the  year.

BTPHTHERIA  EdiNNISATION. 


Since  July  5th  1948,  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  National. 
Health  Services  Act,  the  immunisation  of  children  has  been  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  Council  of  Durham,  as  being  the  Local  Health  .authority.  ^ 

Therefore  the  Scheme  which  had  been  in  operation  in  this  District  since  1935 
■was  terminated. 

As  a result  records  in  this  Department  have  not  been  kept  since  the 
aforementioned  date  but,  I give  below  details  received  to  the  end  of  the  year 
of  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria  and  belonging  to  this  area.  These 
figures  have  been  extracted  from  the  quarterly  reports  of  the  County  liedical 
Officer  of  Health.

Water  Supplies. 

The  supply  of  water  throughout  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  end  quantity,  except  in  the  Parish  of  Ludworth  where  the  supply  was 
pumped  from  the  underground  workings  and  stored  in  tanks,  .analysis  showed 
evidence  of  contamination  by  impurity  from  the  surface  of  the  storage  tanks. 
The  tanks  were  adequately  cleansed.  Ludworth  Water  Supply  is  to  be  taken  over 
by  the' Durham  County  Water  Board  early  in  1950*  The  laying  of  the  mains  from 
Shadforth  to  Ludworth  are  now  completed. 

The  whole  of  the  properties  in  the  District  are  supplied  with  water  from 
public  mains  with  the  exception  of  outlying  farms  and  cottages. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

1 . Croxdale  and  Sunderland  Bridge  New  Works. 

This  scheme  has  been  completed  and  is  working  satisfactorily. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  now  approved  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Colliery 
houses  at  Front  Street,  Salvin  Street  and  Wood  View.  The  National  Coal  Board 
is  prepared  to  carry  out  privy  conversions  to  these  properties  numbering  131 
houses,  and  the  County  Council  have  plans  completed  for  making  up  the  streets. 

2.  Sherbum  , Fr amwe  1 Igat c Moor  and  Bowburn  & Coxh  jq 
Sewage  Disposal  'Works, 

Drawings  of  the  proposed  'works  at  these  villages  are  already  at 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  notification  of  Public  inquiries  for  these  schemes 
is  now  awaited. 
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5 . ’.Test  Rainton. 

The  earth  banks  around  the  sludge  beds  have  been  lowered,  and 
this  has  resulted  in  greatly  reduced  drying  time  for  sludge.  The  outfall 
to  the  River  .Tear  has  been  re  paired , and  new  wing  walls  of  pitched  stone 
and  concrete  constructed, 

Nov  sludge  beds  have  been  constructed  at  **.ldin  Grange  and 
Shine liffe  Colliery, 

General, 

Painting  and  repairing  of  fittings  and  machinery  has  been  carried 
out  where  necessary.  Sludge  beds* have  been  re— ballasted,  and  everything  possible 
has  been  done  to  maintain  a high  standard  of  effluent  from  the  various 
sewage  disposal  works  in  the  District.  Improvements  to  severs  and  works  are 
constantly  under  consideration. . 


HOUSING ; 

During  the  year  good  progress  Was  again  made  in  the  provision  of  houses 
for  people  living  in  condemned  properties  and  for  overcrowded  families  and 
double  tenants,  also  for  priority  given  for  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Two  hundred  and  Sixty  nine  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  in  1949  in 
the  following  parishes 


Kelloe  - Morley  Crescent  12. 
Bowburn  - Park  Hill  62 
’Tit ton  Gilbert  12 
Belmont  26 


Progress  was  also  made  in  the  New  Villages  at  Sherburn  and  Pram  re  ligate 
Moor  where  66  Houses  and  6l  Houses  respectively  were  built,  and  roads  and 
sowers  were  prepared  for  200  houses  at  North  Bowburn  Site. 

Derelict  Sites;-  The  Council  have  asked  the  Dounty  Council  of  Durham 
to  designate  all  derelict  sites  which  are  to  be  cleared  as  subject  to 
Compulsory  purchase  in  their  divisional  plan. 

The  Council  hope  that  the  acquisition  of  these  sites  will  rank  for  grant 
under  Section  34  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act  1947# 


SCAVENGING . 


During  the  year  the  removal  of  household  refuse  has  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily  and  much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  supervision  of  refuse 
tips  to  minimise  any  risk  of  nuisances  being  created.  Regular  treatment  has 
also  been  given  by  the  Rodent  Officer  and  good  results  have  been  obtained  in 
the  control  of  rats. 

Scavenging  in  the  District  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  with  the 
exception  of  Sunderland  Bridge,  Brancepeth,  Hett  and  Garmondsvay  where  it  is 
found  more  practicable  to  employ  Contractors. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Maintenance  treatment  of  all  severs  was  continued  during  1949#  Each  sewer 
received  treatment  twice  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  I have  to  report  a 
further  improvement  in  the  state  of  infestation  in  the  Sewers, 

Treatment  was  also  given  to  the  Councils'  Refuse  Tips,  Private  Property 
and  Business  Premises. 
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I'  is  again  an  established  fact  that  since  the  inception  of  the 
relent  control  scheme  the  rodent  population  has  been  much  reduced  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  continuance  of  this  work  is  absolutely  necessary  in  order 
to  ensure  that  the  rat  population  is  kept  to  at  least  reasonable  limits. 

During  the  year  2,544-  Manholes  were  prebaited,  and  of  these  834  showed 
probait  take  and  V78  complete  takes. 

Treatment  was  given  to  several  business  premises  in  the  area  with  good 

results . 

Private  property  mostly  in  the  vicinity  of  pigsties  and  hen  runs  were 
1 routed  with  good  results.
